Selectmen's  Report 


1991  saw  the  economy  deteriorate  further,  both  here  and 
nationvA/ide.  As  of  December  31,  1991  there  were  $365,875.49  worth 
of  uncollected  taxes  on  Dalton's  books,  for  the  years  1989,  1990,  and 
1991.  For  this  reason  we  did  not  borrow  any  money  on  tax  anticipation 
notes.  And,  we  paid  $50,000.00  on /the  principle  of  old  one,  incurred 
in  1989,  bringing  that  balance  down  to  $211,000.00.  We  face  a 
critical  need  to  collect  revenues  and  reduce  spending  if  we  are  to  survive 
as  a  self-goveming  community. 

The  municipal  sewage  system  is  just  about  complete.  There  remains 
the  requirement  -  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning  -  that  the  Town's 
1990  books  be  audited  before  they  will  finalize  the  financial  aspects  of 
the  project,  which  has  to  be  done  before  September  this  year  to  satisfy 
federal  regulations.  We  have  submitted  a  warrant  article  to  appropriate 
$3500.00  to  cover  this  expense. 

We  also  have  had  to  submit  a  warrant  article  to  cover  a  "change  of 
scope"  order  for  an  additional  amount  to  Provan  &  Lorber  because  of 
Department  of  Environmental  Services  requirements  to  close  the  dump. 
Fortunately,  the  test  wells  revealed  no  contamination  by  petro-chemicals 
and  pits  dug  to  determine  the  vertical  and  horizontal  limits  of  the  old 
landfill,  showed  no  encroachment  on  nearby  wetlands.  We  are  waiting 
on  DES  approval  of  work  done  thus  far.  Fees  for  the  use  of  the  facility 
are  being  established.  New  stickers  will  have  to  be  affixed  to  the  lower 
left-hand  comer  of  the  windshield  on  each  vehicle  entering  the  facility. 
Signs  are  being  prepared  to  explain  operation  procedures.  It  cost  the 
Town  $34,835.01  to  run  the  dump  in  compliance  with  environmental 
regulations  during  1991,  so  it  is  very  important  that  users  pay  a 
proportionate  amount,  from  the  average  family  household  up  to  the 
commercial  collectors  and  businesses  which  generate  a  greater  volume 
of  waste. 

Culvert  replacement  was  a  primary  focus  of  the  Highway 
Department  in  1991,  and  this  year  it  is  extremely  important  that  we 
repair  the  paved-surfaced  roads  in  town.  This  will  have  to  be  done 
piece-meal  for  financial  reasons.  Reversion  to  gravel  surface  with 
underiayment  will  be  considered. 

The  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Transportation  has  initiated  the 
process  of  building  a  replacement  bridge  between  Dalton  and  Oilman, 
Vermont.  Engineering  studies  have  been  done,  public  hearings  are 
being  held,  and  1996  is  projected  as  the  year  of  completion.  There  will 
be  no  cost  to  the  town  of  Dalton  as  long  as  we  agree  to  one  of  two 


alternatives  they  offer  to  accommodate  our  pump  station's  present  level 
to  that  of  the  new  Bridge  Hill  Road  which  will  be  fifteen  feet  higher.  We 
are  seeking  professional  guidance  in  making  these  decisions. 

Another  up-coming  situation  involves  the  possible  acceptance  of 
real-estate  donations  to  the  Town.  Upon  legal  advice  we  have  submitted 
a  warrant  article  requesting  authorization  to  act  in  the  Town's  behalf  in 
this  regard. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  extends  appreciation  to  all  townspeople 
who  participated  in  private  and  civic  organizations  which  contribute  so 
much  to  the  charm  and  appeal  of  life  in  Dalton!

This  is  especially  important  with  the 
school  district  cutting  its  library  services  so  dramtically  this  past  year.  As 
the  statistics  show,  the  young  people  of  our  town  have  discovered  their 
library  and  are  using  it. 
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The  Friends  group  has  been  very  generous  and  very  helpful  and  we 
appreciate  their  efforts  as  much  as  we  need  their  help.  The  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  community  has  been  outstanding.  We  wish  to 
thank  all  of  our  patrons  for  their  donated  books,  magazines,  gifts  and 
time  to  the  library.  In  1992  the  library  will  celebrate  its  100th  year  as  a 
free  public  library.  Plans  are  underway  now  to  celebrate  the  occasion,  if 
you  with  to  be  involved  in  any  way  let  us  know.

The  declining  economical  status  of  the  area  had  a  profound  affect  on 
the  number  of  applications  coming  before  the  Board  this  past  year.  The 
total  number  of  subdivisions  was  seven  (7)  which  encompassed  a  total  of 
65.27  acres  being  subdivided  into  ten  (10)  lots  and  two  (2)  Boundary 
Line  Adjustments. 

Despite  the  declining  number  of  subdivisions,  the  Planning  Board  has 
remained  active  confronting  such  subject  matter  as  easements  regulated 
by  Public  Service  Co.  of  NH  and  Railroad  lines;  gravel  pits;  general 
land-use  regulations  updated  by  State  Legislation  and  attending 
seminars  regarding  Land-Use,  Forest  Lands  and  Municipal  Law. 

The  Dalton  Soils  Maps  were  completed  by  Coos  County 
Conservation  District  and  are  available  for  use  at  the  Dalton  Town  Hall. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  remind  you  that  meetings  are, 
generally,  held  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:30  PM  at  the 
Dalton  Town  Hall  and  are  open  to  the  general  public  —  we  encourage 
your  attendance  and  involvement.  Inquiries  are  welcome  for  positions 
available.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DALTON  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1991 

1991  saw  many  activities  undertaken  by  the  Fire  Department. 

In  early  Spring  two  more  department  personnel  took  the  three 
month  course  to  be  firefighter  level- 1.  That  makes  a  total  of  six  firefight- 
ers that  have  received  State  certification.  Also  one  of  our  personnel  has 
completed  the  requirement  for  Fire  Instructor  1. 

A  few  of  the  firefighters  worked  on  the  upper  part  of  the  addition  in 
the  fire  house  to  complete  the  project  we  started  two  years  ago.  We  had 
very  little  money  to  work  with  but  by  donation  of  material  and  supplies 
substantial  amounts  of  money  from  the  Firemen's  Auxiliary  and  money 
from  the  department  personnel,  we  completed  the  project.  Stop  in  and 
see  what  free  labor  and  volunteer  time  can  do  for  the  citizens  and  the 
Town  of  Dalton. 

In  May  we  purchased  a  second  hand  cab  and  chassis  from  Custom 
Pools  with  money  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  -  it  is  an  1985  Inter- 
national Diesel.  This  truck  was  to  be  made  into  a  firefighter  apparatus. 
It  now  has  an  1800  gallon  tank  and  we  have  put  it  into  service  for  the 
time  being,  until  a  decision  is  made  whether  it  is  to  be  a  tanker  or 
pumper  or  combination  of  both.  Right  now  there  is  no  money  available 
to  do  anything. 

During  the  year  1991  the  Fire  Department  received  and  responded 
to  27  calls.  There  were  no  serious  structure  fires  -  all  being  minor. 

The  officers  and  personnel  of  the  Dalton  Volunteer  Fire  Department 
look  forward  to  serving  the  citizens  of  Dalton  to  the  best  of  our  ability 
and  perform  all  the  duties  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  life  and  proper- 
ty from  fire.

We  will  miss  them  and  we  wish  them  well  in  their  future  ventures. 

The  Hobby  Show  was  appreciated  by  those  attending,  and  we  hope 
to  expand  the  number  of  exhibits  this  year.  Anyone  with  a  hobby  they 
would  like  to  share  is  welcome  to  sign  on  for  exhibit  space. 

The  Great  Lawn  Mower  Race  seemed  to  be  well  liked,  and  this  year 
we  are  looking  for  a  few  Special  Sponsors  of  this  event  so  we  can  ex- 
pand the  race  course  and  hopefully  add  some  cash  prizes. 

Another  idea  that  is  being  considered  is  a  Period  Fashion  Show  with 
fashions  from  times  gone  by. 

The  Field  Days  Committee  held  a  raffle  for  a  new  bicycle  and  with 
the  income  from  the  Town,  our  Sponsors,  the  various  spaces  that  were 
let  out,  and  the  10%  donations  from  the  Participating  Organizations  we 
raised  a  total  of  $3,126.65.  Adding  the  interest  eamed,  we  had  a  start- 
ing balance  of  $3,159.42.  Of  this  money,  we  expended  a  total  of 
$3,000.19,  leaving  a  profit  brought  forward  to  this  year  of  $159.23 

Attendance  figures  for  last  year  vary  from  1200  to  1800,  depending 
on  who  you  talk  to.  This  year  we  hope  to  get  a  more  professional  type 
of  estimate  on  the  number  of  people  attending  the  complete  list  of  Field 
Days  events. 

The  Dance  on  Saturday  night  was  the  only  event  we  charged  admis- 
sion for,  and  there  were  no  events  that  we  charged  an  entry  fee  for.  All 
the  prizes,  trophies,  entertainment,  and  other  expenses  are  carried  by 
the  Committee. 

There  have  been  Special  Donations  for  specific  purposes  that  are 
most  gratefully  acknowledged.  The  Firemen's  Auxiliary  donated  the 
money  for  the  band  that  was  in  the  parade  last  year,  and  the  4-H  has 
donated  the  expenses  for  the  Pet  Show  every  year.  Without  this  kind  of 
support  the  Field  Days  would  not  be  the  kind  of  event  it  is.  We  thank 
these  organizations  and  any  other  donors  for  their  continuing  support. 

The  Committee  has  several  new  members  this  year  and  we  look  for- 
ward to  new  ideas  and  fresh  enthusiasm.  As  always,  our  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public,  and  anyone  who  wishes  to  contribute  an  idea  or  a 
criticism  is  welcome  to  attend  any  of  our  meetings. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  residents  of  Dalton  for  their  con- 
tinued support  of  this  event  and  we  will  continue  to  try  to  bring  a  true 
spirit  of  Family  Fun  to  the  Dalton  Field  Days. 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
and  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest 
Fire  Service  as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the 
number  of  fires.  Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non- 
permit,  children  and  smoking  materials.  450  wildland  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  bumed  approximately  150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of 
one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing 
these  fires.  Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early 
detection  by  citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  re- 
sponse of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Dep- 
uty Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on 
wildland  fires,  working  with  other  fire  department  members  under  the 
direction  of  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  de- 
partment members  are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing 
wildland  fires.  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive  special- 
ized training  each  year,  presented  by  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service,  to 
keep  their  skill  level  and  knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible 
for  issuing  buming  permits  for  any  open  buming  that  is  to  be  done  in 
their  community.  In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  buming,  except  when 
the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  per- 
mit prior  to  lighting  the  fire.  Before  doing  any  open  buming,  it  is  rec- 
ommended that  you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit 
is  required  and  to  save  your  community  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equip- 
ment on  a  false  alarm.  Any  person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA 
224:27)  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a 
fire  permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is 
not  a  safe  day  to  bum  and  help  keep  New  Hampshire  green!  Thank  you 
for  being  fire  safe.

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT

We  have  audited  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Dalton,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1987,  and 
have  issued  our  report  thereon  dated  August  23,  1991. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards,  Government  Auditing  Standards,  issued  by  the 
Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States,  and  the  provisions  of  Office 
of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A- 128.  Audit  of  State  and  Local 
Govemments.  Those  standards  and  0MB  Circular  A- 128  require  that 
we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about 
whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material 
misstatement. 

Compliance  with  laws,  regulations,  contracts,  and  grants  applicable 
to  the  Town  of  Dalton,  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Town  of  Dalton 
management.  As  part  of  obtaining  reasonable  assurance  about  whether 
the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material 
misstatement,  we  performed  tests  of  the  Town's  compliance  with 
certain  provisions  of  laws,  regulations,  contracts,  and  grants.  However, 
our  objective  was  not  to  provide  an  opinion  on  overall  compliance  with 
such  provisions. 

The  results  of  our  tests  indicate  that,  with  respect  to  the  items  tested, 
the  Town  of  Dalton,  complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  the 
provisions  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph.  With  respect  to  items 
not  tested,  nothing  came  to  our  attention  that  caused  us  to  believe  that 
the  Town  had  not  complied,  in  all  material  respects,  with  those 
provisions. 

This  report  is  intended  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town,  and  State  and  Federal  regulatory  agencies.  This  restriction 
is  not  intended  to  limit  the  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter 
of  public  record.
